4. The rejection to claims 25-42 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a) as being anticipated by Houvener et 
al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,790,674) as set forth in the Office action mailed on 05/16/2001 is maintained. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 09/24/2001 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

REMARKS 

6. In response to claims 25-41, Applicant argues the prior art of record (Houvener et al.) Does 
not teach or suggest: " an identification system module... containing an authorization code describing 
which media players are authorized to read digital data from said digital storage medium". As stated 
in the Office action mailed 05/16/2001, page 6, this limitation is disclosed by Houvener in col 4, lines 
1-12, col 6, lines 54-67, specifically wherein it is stated thatjtt the point of identification terminal (or 
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identification system module) and searches the database to find the unique image (or media players) 

data corresponding to the unique data Regarding to claims 3 1 and 32, the claimed invention have 

the similar limitations as claim 25 and therefore the same rejection applied.
